Edmonton Posters Out. 


— 


The poster which has been got 
out by the Edmonton Exhibition 
this year is quite original and de- 
cidedly artistic and attractive, The 
management have standardized this 
poster and used it for hanger, on the 
outside cover of the prize list, also 
in the newspapers. It is also to be 
used on the catalogue which will be 
issued for the Exhibition. It must 
be seen in the rich coloring of the 
poster to be fully appreciated. In 
addition to its appearance the poster 
also conyeys « message to the public 
on the progress and advancement 
which have been made in Western 
Canada. The illustrations of ‘‘Glen- 
carnock,’’ the grand champion fat 
steer exhibited by J. D. McGregor, 
of Brandon, Man., at the Inter- 
national Fat Stock Show in Chicago 
last December. ‘‘ Rosalind of Old 
Basing,’’ the Champion Dairy Cow 
of the British Empire, owned by C. 
A. Julian Sharman, of Red Deer, 
Alta., while the centre piece, which 
really makes the poster, is a picture 
of Mr. Sharman’s youngson Brough- 
ton, seriously engaged with one of 
** Rosalind’s ”’ offspring. 


Area of Crops Sown. 


Ottawa, July.—Reports received from 
correspondents at the end of June enable 
the Census and Statistics Office to issue 
finally revised estimates of the area sown 
to spring crops this year, and also estim- 
ates of the areasdevoted to the later sown 
cereals and hoed crops. With reggrd to 
wheat thereports are entirely confirmatory 
of those issued a month ago, and the area 
under wheat in Canada is therefore fin- 
ally placed at 9,816,300 acres or 57,900 
acres more than in 1912. The area in 
spring wheat is 8,990,500 acres or 13,100 
acres more than in 1912, and the area to 
be harvested of fall wheat remains at 
825,800 acres. Oats are estimated to 
occupy 9,646,400 acres, an increase of 
429,500 acres, barley 1,430,800 acres, an 


increase of 15,600 acres, rye 127,200 atres, 


a decrease of 8,910 acres, and hay and 
clover 7,621,600 acres, a decrease of 12,000 
acres. 


The acreage under the later sewn cereals 
and hoed crops are estimated to be as 
follows: Buckwheat 363,600, flaxseed 
2,288,600, corn for husking 200,800, beans 
58,850, potatoes 467,800, turnips, etc., 
215,900, sugar beets. 19,250 and corn for 
fodder 277,000. These are increases in 
the case of potatoes, turnips, etc., sugar 
beets and corn for fodder but decreases 
in the case of the other crops. 

For the three North-west provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta the 
total wheat area is finally estimated at 
9,013,800 acres, as compared 8,961,800 
acres last year, that of oats at 5,305,800 
acres compared with 4,913,900 acres and 
that of barley at 857,700 acres as com- 
pared with 809,900 acres--these differences 
representing increases of 52,000 acres for 
wheat, 391,900 acres for oatcs and 47,800 
acrre for barley, or 491,700 for the three 
crops. 

During June the crops throughout 
Canada maintained generally the favour- 
able average of a month ago. On June 
the condition, expressed in percentage of 
the usual standard of 100, taken as re- 
presenting the promise of a full crop, was 
as follows: Fall wheat81.47, spring wheat 
87.80, oats 87.71, barley 88.39, rye 85.95, 
peas 87.43, mixed grains 87.12, hay and 
clover 71.52, ulfalfa 77.23 and pasture 
82.31, ' By provinces the condition is be- 
tween 80 and 90 for the maritime pro- 
vinces, Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba. 
Ta Sagkatchewrn and Alberta the outlook 
at the end of June appeared to be especi- 
ally promising, as the condition was above 
90 in all cases excepting fall wheat, the 
condition of which in Alberta was 76.27. 

Estimates of the numbers of farm live 
stock in Canada at June 30 are given as 
follaws : Horses 2,535,000, milch cows 
3,064,900, other cattle -+,380,400, sheep 
2,418,400, swine 3,254,400, These re- 
present increases over the estimates pub- 
lished last year for all descriptions except 
‘* other cattle.’’ The estimates are based 
upon the final figures of the Census of 
1911 for all the provinces except Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta and British Columbia; 
80 that the totals are still subject to final 
revision upon completion of the census 
results. The condition of all classes of 
live stock was reported as especially 
favourable on June 30, heing 100 or above 
for horses, milch cows, sheep and ewiue 
and 97 for cattle other than milch cows,

REVIVE FARMING 


The Need of Getting In Touch With 
the Most Progressive Fatmers 
Mr. Roosevelt has summed up the 

need for a “revival” of farming in 
the following words: “The English- 
speaking peoples, not only in America 
but of Great Britain and the colonies. 
must wake up to the fact that for 
over half a century every wise ad- 
vance in the line of proper develop- 
ment of farming life bas taken place 
in certain progressive States of Con- 
tinental Eurore. . ZI hopea very 
full study will be made of the Irish 
rural situation, because in that coun- 
try most progressive farmers are re- 
organizing their business upon lines 
laid down after a study of the con- 
tinental agricultural systems I have 
mentioned.” That Canada is in the 
same’ position as the United States so 
far as the need for reform is con- 
cerned may be accepted without ques- 
tion. During ten months of last year 
this agricultural country, which hopes 
to be “the bread basket of the Em- 
pire,” imported eleven millicin dozen 
of eggs, and millions of pounds of 
butter. Something is radically wrong 
when a rich farming country cannot 
feed itself. Saskatchewan appointed 
two delegates to accompany an Ameri- 
can Commission of Inquiry which satled 
for Europe this spring. Every 
other Province of Canada should be 
represented as well. The expense is 
not heavy, and the opportunities for 
investigation will be exceptionally 
great. 


GENERAL DEGREASE 
IN THE LAND VALUES 


The Globe’s Correspondent Indicates 
What is Taking Place in 
Free Trade England 

The Toronto Globe printe the fol- 
lowing cable despatch from England, 
showing the condition of English agri- 
culture under free trade: 

“It is learned that among the farms 
ranging from 2,000 to 10,000 acres less 
than 6 per cent, have shown an an- 
nual profit in the last ten years. One 
writer in The Daily Mail goes into 
details in regard to a Midland farm of 
2,109 acres, valued at £19,772 under 
the Finance Act, but which ten years 
ago could have been sold for three 
times that amount. The receipts from 
this farm amounted in 1912 to £1,822 
7e 10d, and the expenditure to £22 
8s 5d, plus that amount. 

Owing to the general fall in the 
value of land the landlord has lost a 
large capital sum since he came into 
possession. It is calculated that in 


England the capital value of land |. 


fell by over £100,000,000 or $500,000,- 
000 within a generation, and his due 
proportion of the national loss has 
fallen on this landlord. If put into 
the open market the estate would 
probably not fetch nearly £20,000, but 
if it sold at half this price the land- 
lord would be richer than he now is 
by several hundreds of pounds a 
year. 

“One need not go into his reasons 
for holding, but it is clear that at 
present he acts as a sort of agricul- 
tural credit bank to the estate. What

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND RECULATIONS 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of, avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 


Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his hom on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside hisyhomestead., — Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties-—Must reside upon the hore- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
por acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
months in, each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acras and erect a house worth

fascinating rascal. He promised me 
that if | would go to him he would 
take me to Russia at once, and there 
We should be remarried according to 
the rules of the Greek church. Being 
positively “frightened by his persist 
ence, | told my mother. At the same 
time rumors of De Guerbel's amours 
and debts reached her ears, and she 
wrote to a cousin of ours, then Ameri 
can minister in St. Petersburg, for cou 
firmatiyn of these reports. 

“My cousin replied, ‘Come at onve. 
[We went, f, of course. under my name 
of Countess de Guerbel, which | bad 
naturally assumed from tbe day of our 
wedding at Nice, and we stayed at the 
embassy in 8t. Petersburg. The 
count’s brother was charming to me. 
He told us my husband was a villain 
and | bad better lenve bim alune. That 
was impossible, however. | was mar 
ried tu him, but be wus not married to 
me, and such a state of affairs could 
pot remain. 

“It became ap international matter, 
and it was arranged by the American 
government and the czar that we 
should be officially giarried at War.

A MECHANICAL EYE, 


Frenchman Has a Device Which Will 
Detect Burglars. 


A French inventor has recently de- 
signed a burglar alarm which is a 
very close mechanical substitute for 
a human watchman, The device is 
arranged to operate before the slight 
est injury has been inflicted upon a 
safe by a burglar. In fact, it has no 
material contact with its mechanical 
equivalent of an eye which will de- 
tect the faint light from a dark lan- 
tern or even a match, hence making 
it a good fire alarm as well as a 
burglar alarm. 


As our readers have probably 
guessed the ‘“‘mechanical eye” is a 
selenium cell, such as aah in pic- 


ture-telegraphing apparatus, for the 
reason that the electrical conductiv- 
ity of selenium varies approximately 
with the amount of light that falls on 
it. The mechanical eye consists of a 
cylindrical box, four inches in dia- 
meter, and about an inch thick, con- 
taining a band of selenium wound 
up in a coil, There is one of these 
boxes for each room that it is to be 
protected, but they all communicate 
their sensations of light by electricity 

& common receiver, which is de- 
signed as follows: 

In the field of a large horse-shoe 
magnet is suspended a thin wire, 
about a foot in length. This car 
carries a very light rectangular alu- 
minium frame, wound with a galvan- 
ometer wire. The galvanometer coil 
A weighs about an ounce, and has an 
electrical resistence of five thousand 
ohms. One terminal of the coil dips 
into a cup of mercury B, while the 
other connects with the suspension 
wire. The transmitter or mechanical 
eye D is placed in circuit with bat- 
tery E, coil A and mercury cup B. 
When a ray of light fall on the cell D 
it varies the strength of the current 
passing through the coil A causing it 
to turn, bringing its lower terminal 
into contact with one or other of the 
set-screws F, and thereby closing a 
relay circuit containing the alarm 
gong G. The sensitiveness of the 
receiver may be varied by adjusting 
the screws F. 

The alarm bell is actuated through 
the intermediary of a “jack” similar 
to that used in telephone switch- 
boards, so that once the circuit is 
closed the bell will continue to ring 
until it is stopped by throwing a 
switch. Equipped with this alarm 
apparatus the good man of the house 
can slumber in peace, confident that 
the unblinking selenium eye will 
keep an unremitting watch on his 
safe or his silver chest. 

But the ore Possesses a failing 
common to all mechanical substitutes 
for human agencies. It cannot dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong. 
When it sees a light it sounds the 
alarm regardless of what that light 
may be. The inventor explains that 
during the day-time the mechanical 
eye is closed by a lid, but he does not 
explain what occurs in the early 
morning. Presumably the alarm is 
sound: at “peep” of dawn. But

In South Africa.

ing the fertility of the desert places of 
the earth are having some measure 
of fulfillment in South Africa, accord- 
ing to Dr. Macdonald, of the Union 
Department of Agriculture, who is 
best known as the enthusiastic ex- 
ponent and pioneer of the dry-farmi 
movement, whiclr has revolutioniz 
agriculture in that country. 


-In a recent interview, Dr. Macdon-. 


ald said: 
“Before the Government started 
experimental dry land stations it was 
widely believed that farming was only 
possible beside the water furruw. This 
meant a few irrigated patches of land 
and the rest of the country a desert. 
But we have changed all that. In 
each of the four provinces and in 
Rhodesia thousands of acres of dry 
land, once considered valueless, ate 
now being plowed up and planted and 
are yielding excellent crops. 
“America has grown wheat on an 8 
inch rainfall, Australia has grown 
wheat on a 5-inch rainfall, but we m 
South Africa have grown a rainless 
wheat. That is to say that during the 
past season at Lichtenburg, which is 
in the dry zone of thé Transvaal, they 
have grown wheat without a single 
drop of rain falling upon it from seed 
time until harvest. This is the Durum 
wheat, Apulia, which was originally 
introduced from the dry belt of Italy. 
Success has been due to the use of 
what is termed ‘moisture-saving fal- 
lows.’ The great problem of South 
African agriculture is not the prob- 
lem of fertility.. It is the problem of 
the conservation of moisture. They 
have now solved that problem, and 
made possible the immediate settle- 
ment of dry or arid lands. 
“Again, by systematic dipping and 
fencing, cattle disease is now well 
under control. 
“But, perhaps, the most dramatic 
success in the campaign against in- 
sect pests is to be seen in the con- 
quest of the locust by means of ar- 
senical sprays. The flight of every 
swarm of locusts is registered and 
telegraphed to the headquarters of the 
Union Department of Agriculture at 
Pretoria, and when the young locusts 
emerge, the veldt is ringed by pois- 
oned grass, over which they cannot 
pass. A short time ago the Govern- 
ment of Peru sent an expert to the 
Transvaal to study the methods of 
locust destruction, but the only locust 
which the entomologist could show 
him was to be found in the museum. 
“Few people seem to be aware of 
the fact that the richest farmers in 
the’ British Empire are the ostrich 
farmers of Cape Colony. Or, take the 
rovince of Natal. It has developed 
arge and profitable industries in su- 
gar cane, wattles, and tea. But these 
are small in comparison to ita future 
as a dairying country, where milch 
cows can remain outside all the year 
round, being grazed on the rich ‘nat 
ural pastures of a well-watered region, 
supplemented by fields of maize, su- 
gar cane and lucerne. With the rise 
of fruit farming and maar iar t we ma 
look for the coming of the small 
holder.”

F FINNISH FREEDOM, 


Liberty Only a Name In Russla's 
Subject Country. 


Finland is a country that excites 
but little interest outside Russia and 
its own boundaries, although it has 
an academic interest of its own to 
all lovers of freedom, that freedom 
which is but a name to the Finn of 
the present day. But the following 
will be of interest to those whose sym- 
oo are always with the under dog 
nh an unequal fight. 

The scene was the Church of St. 
Nicholas at Helsingfors; the occasion 
of the opening of the Finnish Diet. 
From the numerous galleries hun- 
dreds of faces pecred down on the 
more favored persons who sat below. 
There was none of the excitement 
and color associated with such scenes 
in other countries. Everyone knows 
that the new Diet only marks an- 
other stage in the struggle with the 
Russian autocracy, and never have 
things looked so hopeless as they do 
now. Nevertheless the people who 
thronged to see the ceremony did not 
look depressed, but merely stolid— 
they are accustomed to suffer— and 
deep down in all of them is that vein 
of obstinacy and love of freedom 
which enables them to wait for better 
times. 

Presently there marched slowly in 
reat door the members 
of the Finnish Diet, headed by their 
Socialist Speaker, with the vice- 
speakers on either side. It was a 
moving sight to watch the procession 
file by—the most democratic of par- 
liaments threatened by the most re- 
actionary of Governments. The 
clothes of most of the members were 
simple and homely, in keeping with 
their peasant faces. Here and there 
we noticed a woman in the line. It 


seemed mainly an assembly of farm- 
ers—careworn, silent men, with rug- 
ged, strongly marked faces. They 
took their seats and the service be- 


gan. ; 
- What moves one most at a Finnish 
service is the beauty and expressive- 
ness of the singing. The chorale, in 
which all the congregation joined, 
was grand in its strength and touch- 
ing in the appropriateness to. the 
situation. It rang out bravely, the 
epee of a nation “from tyranny to 


When we left the church for the 
palace, where the second part of the 
ceremony takes place, we were 
brought face to face with immediate 
grim realities. We stood in a gallery 
looking down over the ballroom of 
the palace, which in happier days 
was the scene of friendly hospitality 
extended by the Ozars to their faith- 
ful subjects. To-day no Czar comes 
to the deserted building, which lives 
on its memories. Only when the Diet 
is opened does it regain a temporary 
grant of life. 

Presently a symbolic drama was 
played out before us. From one door 
entered the peasant Diet, led again 
by the Socialist Speaker, and lookin 
curious:y out of place in the poli 
and shining hall. They took up their 
position in a semi-circle opposite an 
imposing empty throne placed on a 


After a few minutes a sharp mili- 
tary shout was heard and the Rus- 
sian governor-general entered, follow- 
ed by an endless succession of officers, 
both mili and naval, in gorgeous 
uniforms. littering in steel and 
god, they took up their positions op- 
posite the sombre colored Diet. There 
was something curiously barbaric and 
Asiatic about them. One was in- 
voluntarily reminded of the group- 
one had enjoyed at the Russian 
ballot. 

When they had settled themselves 
a dramatic moment came. The repre- 
sentatives of the autocratic Ozar and 
of the Finnish democracy took a step 
toward each other and exchanged 
curt formal bows. The Russian stood 
brusque in manner, unsympathetic, 
the picture of the military martinet, 
The Russian read out something in a 
harsh voice, the Finn briefly replied. 
Again curt bows. Nothing more hap- 
pened. The uniforms trooped out 
one door, the black coats and home- 
spuns out at another. The muzzled 
Diet had had its session opened. In 
the streets outside were Cossacks.

Somnambulists Sometimes Lose Whole 
Days Out of Lives. 

The many remarkable stories which 
have been told of persons falling from 
‘windows or walking over heights while 
in a somnambulistic state are supple 
mented by some extraordinary cases 


| which are related by Sir George H. 


Savage, M.D., in The Practitioner. 
One concerns two fri-nds of his 
who were traveling in Sweden. One 


| night they stayed at a cafe and oo 


cupied the same room. Two hours 
after retiring one of them got up, 
seized a water-bottle, and hurled it at 
the head of his friend, smashing it 
a-ainst the wall. He then returned 
to bed and was perfectly unconscious 
of the act. 

Referring to somnambulistic auto- 
matism, the committing of acts quite 
unconsciously and without any re- 
collection, Sir George mentions. that 
everybody is subject to its milder 
forms. The pianist can play difficult 


usic whilst holding conversation on | 


general subjects. One can run up 
several flights of stairs in the dark, 
automatically recognizing when each 
flight is reached, without counting the 
steps. 

But this automatism sometimes as- 
sumes a somewhat more serious form, 
and the case is mentioned of a coun- 
try gentleman of middle age, active, 
healthy, and sober in his habits, who 
came to London to consult his solici- 
tor. Calling on a Tuesday morning 
he was told to call again at three 
o'clock. He did not keep the appoint- 
ment, and was not seen again until 
the following Friday, when he turned 
up at the office at 3.30, apologizing 
for being half an hour late owing to 
his watch having stopped. He was 
under the impression that the day 
was still Posstey, and had no knowl: 
edge of what he had done during the 
intervening time. He recognized that 
he had not shaved, but seemed to 
have washed, dressed, and eaten regu- 
larly. 

Epilepsy is the cause of many acts 
of somnambulistic automatism, and 
Sir George tells the story: of a man 
who had passed a brilliant school and 
University career and eventually en- 
tered the Government service. He 
secured an appointment abroad and 
left for the East in good health, but 
at Port Said he disappeared. After 
many months, when he was supposed 
to be dead, his friends heard that 
he was in a state of destitution far 
from where he landed, but he had no 
recollection of his movements after 
he left the boat. After careful nurs- 
ing. he was ready for work. 

He took a private secretaryship in 
the colonies,. where he soon proved 
his. ability, but he once more dis- 
appeared and was again found in a 
state of poverty in quite another part 
of the world. A third time he started 
work on a ranch and was making a 
success of it when he again vanished, 
and on his being discovered in a state 
of great distress some months after 
he was placed in an asylum. 


London's Smallest House. 


The smallest house in London has 
ra been put up to public auction. 
t is No. 10 Hyde Park Place, in a 
row of houses on the Bayswater side, 
overlooking the park. It has a street 
door arded by an iron gate, but 
there is only one room to the house, 
and it is so small that during the 
whole period of its existence it has 
gone in ong es with No. 9, the house 
next door, which happens to be a 
full-grown mansion. 

This smallest house is really a tiny 
little retreat, built over a long pas- 
sage about six -feet wide, between 
Nos. 9 and 11. The passage is a cul 
de sac, but half-way along it there 
is an iron ladder~a kind of.ship’s 
ladder—which can be climbed only 
with difficulty. 

This ladder leads to the single room 
which is London’s smallest house. It 
is as wide as the passage and about 
twenty feet long. It has none of the 
fixtures of a modern house, but is 
lighted by a window which gives a 
most charming view of Hyde Park.

Dominion Forest Reserves. 

The amended Dominion ‘‘ Forest 
" Reserves and Parks Act,’’ which was 
finally assented to on June 6th, 1913, 
added over 10,500 square miles to 
the existing area of Dominion Forest 
Reserves, making a total of over 
35,800 square miles of reserved forest 
land in the western provinces under 
Dominion jurisdiction, Of this re- 
served area, 8,782 square miles are 
found in Alberta. 
thirds of the total area. 


That is over two 
Owing to 


the fact that practically all the}. 


| eastern slope of the Rockies has been 
| set upart as a forest reserve, not only 
to perpetuate the supply of timber, 
but to equalize the flow of the large 
prairie rivers which have their source 
in this reserved area. 

Mere figures are of little value ex- 
cept for purposes of comparison, In 
the latest report of the United States 
Chief Forester, the area of National 
Forests under reservation is given as 
257,855 square miles, an area over 
seven times as great as that of the 
Dominion Forest Reserves. And 
this, in spite of the fact that the area 
bearing merchantable timber in the 
United States is considerably larger 
than that in Canada, making less 
pressing the need for reservation. 
Moreover, the area fit only for bear- 
ing timber, technically known as the 
‘absolute forest soil,’’ is consider- 
ably greater in Canada than in the 
United States, making justi..able the 
policy of reservation on an even 
more extensive scale than that 
followed in the United States. 

These western reserves are created 
by the Dominion Government as 
cited in the Act ** 
ance, protection and re-production 
of the timber growing thereon, or 


‘| which may hereafter grow thereon, 


for the conservation of the minerals 
and the protection of the animals, 
birds and fish therein, and for the 
maintenance of conditions favorable 
to a continuous water supply.’’ To 
accomplish these ends the reserves 
must first be protected from fire, 
and under the direction of technical 
foresters and supervisers, fire-lines 
are being cut or ploughed, trails are 
being cut, telephone lines and look- 
out stations installed, ‘‘ caches ’’ of 
tools distributed in accessible places 
throughout the reserves, and efficient 
patrols established, 

Nor is the timber so protected 
jallowed to die of old age. The 
foresters determine to what diameter 
in each section the maximum pro- 
duction is attained and when the 
trees reach this size, they are granted 
free or for a nominal sum to home- 
steaders who apply to the forest 
officials for cutting permits. Cere is 
taken not to allow over-cutting, for 
it is the forester’s aim to crop the 
forest perpetually and at the same 
time increase its procucing capacity 
by proper methods of management, 

Thus, by this policy of forest re- 
servation, instead of denuded hill- 
sides, drifting sand and barren rocks, 
and muskegs, these areag will in time 
be covered with grea ts of forest 
owned by the people and supplying 
their wants, not ohly now but wo all 
future tine, when countries with 
less foresight will be in the throes 


fi a timber famine,
